This letter is prompted by the Commission’s preliminary review of the report
referenced above, This notice requests information essential to full public disclosure of
your federal election campaign finances. An adequate response must be received at
the Senate Public Records Office by the response date noted above. Failure to
adequately respond by the response date noted above could result in an audit or
enforcement action. Additional information is needed for the following item:

-Schedule A of your report discloses one or more contributions that appear
to exceed the limits set forth in the Act (see attached). You should examine
ail of your contributions to check for additional excessive contributions.
The Committee’s procedures for processing coninbutions should alse be
reviewed.

An individual or a political committee other than an authorized committee
“or qualified multi-candidate committee may not make a contribution te a
candidate for federal office in excess of $2,300 per election. An authornized
committee may not make a contrtbuition to a candidate for federal office in
excess of $2,000 per election. A gualified multi-candidate committee and
all affiliated committees may not make a contribution(s) to a candidate for
federal office in excess of $5,000 per election. The term "contmbution”
includes any gift, subscription, loan, advance, or deposit of money or
anything of value made by any person for the purpose of influencing any
election for federal office.
